Selection  of  these 
men  is  made  from  a  group  of  outstanding  male  students  who  excel  in  character,  leadership,  schol- 
arship, and  student  activities.  Only  those  who  meet  requirements  in  all  of  these  highly  important 
character  traits  are  invited  to  join.  These  high  standards  are  the  keystones  which  allow  Blue  Key  to 
continually  remain  at  the  head  of  the  honor  fraternities  in  its  field. 

Blue  Key's  purpose,  as  seen  in  the  motto,  "Serving  I  Live,"  is  to  serve,  and  generously  does  it 
do  this.  During  the  past  year,  the  local  Mississippi  State  University  Blue  Key  Chapter  has  undertaken 
many  service  projects.  Included  in  these  have  been  personal  correspondence  of  greetings  to  all 
freshmen;  service  during  orientation,  dedication  of  the  new  dormitories,  Parents  Day,  and  homecom- 
ing; work  for  the  Campus  Chest  Drive  through  Bllue  Key's  yearly  talent  show;  a  great  deal  of  work 
toward  securing  widely  known  personalities  as  campus  speakers;  and  establishment  of  a  scholarship 
program  to  aid  deserving  students.

Pi  Tau  Sigma,  National  Honorary  Mechanical  Engineering  Society,  was  founded  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Illinois  in  1915  following  the  realization  by  a  group  of  students  and  interested  faculty  mem- 
bers that  honor  societies  make  a  definite  contribution  to  college  departments.  Mississippi  State  Tau 
Nu  Chapter  was  granted  a  charter  in  April,  1957,  after  concerted  effort  on  the  part  of  twenty-one 
students  of  mechanical  engineering  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Charley  Scott.

Due  to  the  great  suc- 
cess of  the  tour,  future  trips  are  being  considered. 

The  active  members  of  Pi  Tau  Sigma  constructed  a  replica  of  the  national  emblem,  which  is  re- 
puted to  be  the  most  impressive  of  any  emblem  on  the  campus.

Phi  Alpha  Theta  is  the  National  Honor  Society  for  students  and  faculty  mem- 
bers of  distinguished  American  Colleges  and  Universities  who  are  interested  in 
the  study  of  history.  It  was  founded  at  the  University  of  Arkansas  in  1921  and 
was  accepted  into  membership  in  the  Association  of  College  Honor  Societies  in 
1945. 

Gamma  Nu  Chapter  was  installed  on  the  campus  of  Mississippi  State  in  1950 
as  a  means  of  giving  nationwide  recognition  for  conspicuous  attainment  and 
scholarship  by  students  and  faculty  members  of  the  Department  of  History. 

To  be  eligible  for  membership  undergraduate  students  must  have  completed 
a  minimum  of  12  hours  in  History  with  an  average  grade  of  above  2.0,  must  have 
at  least  a  2.0  average  in  2/3  of  the  hours  completed  in  other  fields,  and  must 
rank  in  the  upper  35%  of  their  class.  Graduate  students  must  have  completed  at 
least  1/3  of  the  resident  requirements  for  the  Master's  Degree  with  a  grade  aver- 
age of  at  least  2.5  in  all  courses  completed.

On  December  21,  1865,  at  Washington  and  Lee  University  in  Lexington, 
Va.,  a  group  of  Civil  War  enthusiasts  under  the  direction  of  General  Robert 
E.  Lee  decided  to  establish  an  organization  which  would  never  let  the  memo- 
ries and  traditions  of  the  Old  South  die.  Thus,  the  beginning  of  Kappa  Alpha 
Order.

The  Gators  first  struck  pay  dirt  with  5:23  remaining 
in  the  first  quarter  on  a  right  end  sweep  by  halfback 
Joe  Green  from  two  yards  out.  An  attempted  drop 
kick  for  the  after-point  failed. 

With  field  general  Billy  Tohill  calling  the  plays,  State 
moved  from  their  own  40  to  their  first  TD,  Bobby  Be- 
thune  knotting  the  score.  Early  in  the  second  half, 
State's  double-wing  offense  ate  up  76  yards  with  Wil- 
lie Daniel  scoring  from  one  foot  out.  Walter  Suggs  split 
the  uprights  for  the  conversion,  giving  the  Maroons 
their  short-lived  1  3-6  lead.

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STATE  COLLEGE,  MISS.,  Oct.  10-With  a  bevy  of  fleet 
sophomore  backs  clicking  off  531  yards,  Mississippi 
State  trounced  an  outmanned  Arkansas  State  club  49- 
14,  using  a  double-wing  offense  which  accounted  for 
221  yards  in  the  air. 

Tackle  Walter  Suggs  blasted  a  27-yard  field  goal  for 
State's  first  tally  and  only  four  mitiutes  later,  the  sec- 
ond unit's  left  halfback  Bobby  Bethune  hit  off  left 
guard  from  his  own  39-yard  line  and  sprinted  61  yards 
for  six  points.  Bill  Schoenrock  dove  over  left  guard  for 
the  PAT  to  put  the  Maroons  ahead  1 1-0  before  the  end 
of  the  first  quarter. 

A  67-yard  drive  in  1 1  plays,  right  half  Pat  Shute  cli- 
maxing the  drive  with  Pat  Shute  skirting  left  end  for 
the  touchdown,  and  a  Tootie  Hill  to  Ed  Smith  aerial  for 
the  point-after  made  the  scoreboard  read  19-0  with 
1 1 :50  remaining  in  the  second  quarter.

Hill  again  climaxed  a  scoring  drive,  this  one  being 
for  58  yards  by  optioning  around  left  end  for  six 
points.

Halfback  Tommy  Guest  ripped  over  right  tackle  for 
7  yards  and  6  points  to  give  the  fighting  Maroons  a 
41-0  lead  over  the  Arkies.  Arkansas  State  drove  over 
two  touchdowns  on  a  46-yard  screen  pass  and  an  85- 
yard  drive  in  9  plays.

ATLANTA,  GA.,  Oct.  1 7— A  quagmire  of  mud  which 
immobolized  the  Maroon  offense  plus  State  fumbles 
and  great  kicking  by  Georgia  halfback  Bobby  Ealden 
sent  Mississippi  State  down  to  its  third  SEC  loss,  15-0.

Mississippi  State  eleven,  who  outplayed  the  nation's 
eighth-ranked  club  for  almost  a  half. 

Auburn's  quarterback  Bobby  Hunt  led  a  devastating 
Plainsman  offense  that  went  214  yards  rushing,  in- 
cluding two  TD  runs  for  42  and  41  yards. 

The  hard-knocking  Maroon  eleven  bottled  the  Tiger 
machine  up  until  late  in  the  second  quarter,  when  an 
Auburn  lineman  blocked  a  Bill  Schoenrock  punt  on  the 
Maroon  38.  Tiger  Jackie  Spencer  picked  up  the  loose 
ball  and  loped  the  remaining  distance  to  score. 

With  Maroon  sophomore  John  Correro  at  the  helm, 
the  State  eleven  moved  to  the  Tiger  30  only  to  have 
one  of  Correro's  passes  intercepted. 

After  moving  71  yards  in  five  plays  Auburn's  Ed 
Dyas  booted  a  30-yard  field  goal  to  make  the  halftime 
score  10-0. 

A  42-yard  jaunt  by  Hunt,  a  61 -yard  scoring  drive, 
and  a  51 -yard  run  again  by  Hunt  gave  the  Maroons 
little  to  hope  for  by  rounding  out  Auburn's  scoring. 

Tom  Goode  and  Lavelle  White  were  outstanding  de- 
fensively for  the  Maroons.

BATON  ROUGE,  LA.,  Nov.  14-The  Bayou  Bengals 
picked  up  a  27-0  win  over  the  Maroons  Saturday  night 
in  Baton  Rouge,  but  the  Tigers'  fabled  Billy  Cannon 
was  held  to  only  32  yards  rushing  in  16  carries  for  a 
2.0  average.  But  Cannon  made  up  for  his  running  do- 
ing,, some  tremendous  kicking,  achieving  a  52-yard 
punting  average. 

In  the  second  quarter  Cannon  cut  loose  after  taking 
a  screen  pass  and  was  rambling  in  the  clear  when 
sophomores  Lee  Welch  and  John  Correro,  who  are 
neither  considered  speedsters  below  the  ten  second- 
hundred  category,  came  out  of  nowhere  to  nab  the 
fleeting  Cannon. 

The  Maroons  stood  up  to  the  Number  4  nationally 
ranked  Tigers  for  a  quarter  but  went  down  before  the 
relentless  Bayou  Bengal  attack  led  by  reserve  quarter- 
back Durel  Matherne  and  halfback  Johnny  Robinson. 

The  Maroons,  trailing  14-0,  came  back  fired  up  in 
the  second  half  and  took  the  kickoff  and  marched  74 
yards  to  the  LSU  nine  before  having  to  give  up  the 
ball  on  downs. 

The  Maroon  defense  was  a  stone  wall  against  LSU 
thrusts  in  the  first  period,  but  eventually  wore  down 
before  the  three  fabled  Tiger  units,  who  had  been  up- 
set by  Tennessee  14-13  the  preceding  week.

Coach  Babe  McCarthy,  after  directing  Mississip- 
pi State  to  the  SEC  championship  in  1958-59,  was 
faced  with  an  almost  complete  rebuilding  task 
this  season  with  three  starters,  including  All-Amer- 
ican  Bailey  Howell,  and  a  total  of  six  squad  mem- 
bers missing  from  last  year. 

McCarthy,  a  former  World  War  II  transport  pi- 
lot, who  never  played  a  single  college  game, 
began  his  coaching  career  at  his  home  town, 
Baldwyn,  Miss.,  in  1947,  turning  out  a  state 
championship  team  his  first  season. 

He  coached  at  Baldwyn  three  seasons  before 
being  recalled  to  active  duty  during  the  Korean 
conflict.  While  serving  his  second  hitch  in  the 
service  McCarthy  coached  an  Air  Force  team  in 
Memphis,  Tenn.  His  team  finished  third  in  the 
world-wide  Air  Force  Tournament. 

After  being  discharged  from  the  service,  he 
started  officiating  SEC  basketball  games  and 
coaching  at  Tupelo  Junior  High  and  came  to 
State  in  1955.
